June 21.— The bill ap­ 
propriating $25,000 to defray the trav­ 
eling expenses of the president for 
the next fiscal year w as called up un­ 
der suspension 
of the rules 
in the 
house by Mr. T aw ney of M innesota, 
chairman of tile appropriations com 
m lttee. 
Tho sundry civil bill carries 
rn item appropriating $25,000 for the 
traveling expenses of tho president, 
which went out on a point of order. 
Mr. W atson 
of Indiana, then 
in the 
chair, and who sustained the point of 
order against tho item , introduced the 
bill which the house had under con­ 
sideration. 
Mr. Underwood (A la.) demanded a 
second, which w as ordered, and a de­ 
bate 
of forty m inutes 
ensued. 
Mr. 
Underwood asked if the appropriation 
was for the present president or fu­ 
ture presidents. 
Tile Tawney replied that the aim 
was to m ake ii perm anent law and 
that with tho passage of this bill the 
point of order against an appropria­ 
tion carried by the sundry civil bill 
would not lie. 
Mr Jam es of K entucky wanted to 
know what official duty carried the 
president abroad: 
"Isn’t it true that 
there is no official duty requiring him 
to leave the capital.’’ he asked. 
Mr. Tawney 
said that 
while he 
could net recall any official duty Just 
at present that m ight take him out 
side the capital, he could easily con­ 
ceive how as commander-in-chief of 
the army and navy he might he called 
upon at any m om ent to travel. 
Tile bill was passed, 175 to 68, the 
yeas and nays being demanded by Mr. 
Underwood.

MASSACRE OF JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


President Roosevelt Telegraphs Meet­ 
ing of Jews on S u b ject. 
New \o rk , 
Jane 21.—A 
telegram 
from P resident Roosevelt reb' ive to 
the recent m assacre of Jews in R us­ 
sia was read to m ass m eeting of Jew s 
in this city. 
In it the president said: 
"I shall 
go over the matter 
with 
Secretary Root. 
You know how deep­ 
ly we sym pathize with your fellings 
and how shocked and horrified we are 
at what has occurred in Russia, but 
you know also how well-nigh im possi­ 
ble it is to accom plish anything but 
harm by interference.” 
The m eeting was held at the Beth 
Hamm eddrosoh 
Hagadal 
synagogue, 
in Norfolk street, under the auspices 
of the United H ebrew community. Tho 
synagogue, w hich 
holds about 3,000 
persons, w as crowded 
to the doors, 
w hile outside 
there were 
aa m any 
more. 
W hen tho lam entations for tho dead 
were chanted, 
there were 
sobs from 
every quarter of tho synagogue and a 
number of wom en became hysterical. 
Several rabbis made speeches in Yid­ 
dish, after w hich Rabbi Joseph S ilver­ 
man of the T em ple Emanuel spoke at 
length in E nglish. 
After reading the 
president’s telegram he said that it 
was the word of the chief m agistrate 
as to diplom atic interference* and it 
must prevail. 
He added that congress 
can, how ever, amend the im m igration 
bill now pending before it so as not to 
make it apply to im m igrants fleeing 
from R ussia to this country to escape 
m assacres. 
He believed, he said, that 
the w hole 
country would 
stand by 
congress in this matter. 


Twenty Bills Go Through Under Sus­ 
pension of the Rules. 
W ashington, June 21.—Twenty billa 
of more or loss general interest w ere 
passed by the house under suspension 
of 
the 
rules. 
Am ong 
them 
w ere 
measures 
appropriating $25,000 
for 
the traveling exp en ses of the presi­ 
dent, which excited considerable de­ 
bate; increasing the efficiency of tho 
bureau of insular affairs by conferring 
the rank and pay of a brigadier gen ­ 
eral upon tho chief of the bureau; find 
regulating tho checking of baggage 
by common carriers. 
A joint 
resolution increasing 
the 
term s of representatives to four years 
and the bill perm itting national flank­ 
ing associations to make 
loans on 
real estate as security and lim iting 
the amounts of such loans, failed to 
receive the necessary two-thirds vote. 
The house also passed a rule to b e­ 
gin the consideration of the pure food 
bill this week and after twelve hours 
of debate vote on the substitute to 
tho senate bill 
w ithout interveninj 
motions.

Meat Inspection Provision of Agricul­ 
tural Bill Debated. 
W ashington, Juno 21.— The meat in­ 
spection provision of the agricultural 
appropriation bill w as made the sub­ 
ject of discussion in the senate.

question cam e up on a motion by Bena 
tor Proctor to grant 
the conference 
request by the house, 
and speeches 
were made by M essrs. Proctor, H ere­ 


of the house am endm ent and by Sena­ 
tor Warren in opposition to drastic 
legislation. 
Mr. Lodge took occasion to defend 
American m orals as quite as good as 
those of Europe. 
The bill went over 
without action. 
There w ere 
tw o speeches 
on the 
Panama canal, one by Senator Morgan 
In support of th e sea level plan and 
tho other by Senator Perkins in oppo 
sit ion. 
The senate held its first night se s­ 
sion, which w as devoted to the con­ 
sideration of the sundry civil appro 
priation hill.

ing considered m atters incidental to 
the adjournm ent of congress. 
P resi­ 
dent R oosevelt expects to leave W ash 
fngton soon after congress adjourns. 


Fatal Bomb Explosion.

lages of K am ensky. 
During the un­ 
loading of the bom bs one exploded, 
killing one and wounding two. 


Sioux Falls. S. D., 
June 21.—Mrs. 
E m m a Kaufmann is now a prisoner In 
th e county jail, alive and uninjured 
but 
accused 
of 
murder. 
Had 
the 
prisoner been allow ed to live In her 
ow n hom e in the custody of the sheriff, 
her residence would have been dyna­ 
m ited and probably sh e would have 
lo st her life in the ruins. 
T his is the sensational story that 
has gained 
currency and 
has been 
given an em phatic endorsem ent in va­ 
rious quarters. 
It is reported that a 
number of the wom en— the total Hum 
ber of those 
participating being 
va­ 
riously estim ated at from fifty to on* 
hundred—at a secret m eeting unani­ 
m ously decided upon carrying out the 
dynam ite plot unless Mrs. Kaufmann 
w as placed in jail follow ing the antici­ 
pated action of the court in holding 
her for trial on the charge of murder 
grow ing out of the death of sixteen- 
year-old Agnes Pol rein. 
Am ong the wom en who 
were con­ 
cerned 
In the dynam ite 
plot 
were 
m any of prom inence in the city, it is 
said, and some of th ese declared that 
it w as because of the determ ined ac­ 
tion taken by the secret conference 
of women, the result of which was 
m ade known to the authorities, that 
resulted in the Im prisonm ent of Mrs. 
Kaufmann. 
S tate’s Attorney Orr m ade the mo­ 
tion 
that 
the w ife 
of tho 
w ealthy 
brewer .be held for trial in the state 
circuit court on tho charge of murder. 


Wanted the Defendant Jailed. 


After the hearing Mrs. Kaufmann 
w as driven to her hom e in custody of 
the sheriff. 
An im m ense crowd gath­ 
ered in front of the auditorium, where 
the hearing was held, dem anding that 
Sheriff Phillips place the defendant In 
jail pending 
a hearing on 
a motion 
that defendant be 
released on bail. 
After a conference of th e attorneys it 
w as 
decided 
that 
Mrs. 
Kaufmann 
should be taken to th e county jail. 
Mr. Kaufmann accom panied her to 
the jail. 
His d istress over this new 
change in the fortunes of his fam ily 
is pitiful. 
It is probable that In view of the 
excited condition of public sentim ent 
the application for hail will be delayed 
for 
a few 
days, 
or perhaps 
a few 
w eeks. 
In tho afternoon 
a physician was 
called to the county jail to adm inister 
to Mrs. Kaufmann, w ho had again col­ 
lapsed as the result of hor terrible 
experience of tile past week and the 
trying ordeal in the courtroom. 
The police have arrested an intoxi­ 
cated stranger who w as urging an ex­ 
cite1'! crowd on the 
street to lynch 
Mrs. Kaufmann. 
H e 
offered 
to as­ 
sume the leadership of a mob in an at­ 
tack on the county jail. 
On her way to the courtroom Mrs. 
Kaufmann w as hissed and when she 
appeared 
on her return 
there were 
cries of ‘‘Lynch her. hang her.” 
The 
excitem ent is now subsiding.
